‘yes’ amazes Huron 

Celebration will rival centennial

New Boston’s first police and fireman field day 
parade Sept. 11 will be an unforgettable one for 
Huron Township administrative officials and 
residents, and a historic event. 

Through the untiring efforts of Police Chief 
Christopher Maciolek and Mrs. Mary Lou Carey, 
Huron Township clerk, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration (NASA) has approved 
the appearance of the Apollo 14 Astronauts in New 
Boston and their participation in the parade and 
review stand address. 

Moonwalkers Col. David R. Scott and Lt. Col. 


James B. Irwin and Major Alfred M. Worden, who 
piloted the waiting command module “En¬ 
deavour,” will arrive in New Boston at 11 a.m. 

They are scheduled to speak to the youth of the 
area between 11:30 a.m. and 12 noon. 

The astronauts will also speak at the Economic 
Club, Detroit on Friday, Sept. 10. and are a featured 
highlight at the National Air Show at Willow Run 
AirportSept.il. 

The consent of NASA in permitting the three 
famed astronauts to make an appearance in New 
Boston and take part in the parade was an amazing 
surprise to both Chief Maciolek and Mrs. Carey. 

The chief’s idea of staging a police and fireman 


field day parade aimed at bringing about closer and 
better relations and communications with township 
youth has now mushroomed into what is expected to 
be the biggest parade and event in the history of the 
township of approximately 8,000 residents. 

The two officials who initiated the invitation for 
the astronauts are completely amazed at their 
{acceptance. 

The township is expecting from 40,000to 50,000 
persons to come and see the astronauts. Officials 
expect larger crowds and greater interest than 
shown during the township’s Centennial Parade and 
celebration in 1967.

Land acquisition program 
begins phase one of renewal 


Council members deferred 
official action to permit 
consideration and discussion 
of the request along with other 
applicants for six Class C 
Liquor Licenses made 
available to Romulus by the 


An increase in the 
population of Romulus 
entitled the city to six new and 
additional Class C licenses. 
There are currently nine in the 
community. 

The number of applicants 
seeking the licenses now 
totaled 57. The list of 
applications contained 
individuals who have filed 
more than two years ago. 


Ramada Inn’s request was 
filed almost a year ago. 

B.B. Moshier, attorney for 
the Ramada Inn, urged city 
council to make a decision one 
way or other as soon as 
possible. 

The Ramada Inn opened 
Aug. 22 but not entirely due to 
liquor license problem. Grand 
opening ceremonies await the 
council’s decision. 

•Mike W. Rabat, general 
manager of the Ramada Inn 
told council that the liquor 


The first property 
acquisitions in Romulus* initial 
Urban Renew r al Program 
have been approved by 
Romulus City Council. 

The acquisition program, 
which involves the purchase of 
the first 90 pieces of property, 
marks the actual beginning of 
Phase One of the community’s 
urban renewal and re¬ 
development program. 

Urban Renewal Director 
George Wilhelmi in requesting 


council’s approval reported 
that the initial acquisition 
program will involve 90 pieces 
out of 350 pieces located in the 
Phase One area. 

Romulus’ Urban Renewal 
Program which is scheduled 
over the next several years, is 
located in the Beverly-Wayne 
Roads area. The entire UR 
program involves 575 acres 
and Phase One contains 175 
acres. 

The council also approved an

agreement with John 
Ytnmi of the law firm of 
Els'r>.*n, Young & O’Rourke of 
Detroit, city counselors, for 
acquisition closing and all 
legal work involved in conduct 
of the urban Renewal Project 
for the total sum of $28,000 
over the scheduled four years 
of the contract. 

Wilhelmi reported that the 
two independent appraisals 
have been made on the 
properties to be acquired. One 


was done in 1968 and the 
second i^nducUx* in 1970. 
appraisals^vere reviewed by a J 
third appraiser (reviewer) 1 
under contract by the local UR 
office. 

Under UR rules of 
proceedure, Wilhelmi is 
authorized to prepare, execute 
and submit to city council for 
its approval.

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Permanent head sought 
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for Romulus recreation 




A recommendation by the 
Romulus Recreation 
Commission that Mrs. Marie 
DeBuysscher of 37839 
Westvale, Romulus, be 
appointed full time recreation 
director for the City of 
Romulus failed to get city 
council approval. 

Mrs. DeBuysscher had been 
serving as summer recreation 
director at a salary of $125 per 
week. 

DuWayne Martin, chairman 
of the Romulus recreation 
commission, in asking for the 
appointment of a full time 
recreation director told 
council that the summer 
recreation program was an 
outstanding one. 

“The city has made 
tremendous strides in setting 
up a community recreation 


program. Employment was 
given to number of boys and 
girls who probably couldn’t 
get jobs. A considerable 
number of Romulus youth and 
adults participated in the 
summer program.” 


He added that the 
commission is planning a tell 
recreation program just as 
great as the summer 
program. He pointed out that 
such a program needs day by 
day guidance, even hour by 
hour. The population growth 
of Romulus requires a full 
time director. 

Martin reported that his 
recommendation on the 
appointment of Mrs. 
DeBuysscher as full time 
director had the support of 
Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael. He 


recommended an annual 
salary of $9,500 for the post. 

Council President Jimmie 
Raspberry said that during 
recent sessions on fixing this 
year’s recreation 
commission’s budget, the 
commission was to advertise 
for a full time director and 
“now the commission is 
asking us to approve an 
appointment when 
instructions to advertise was 
not adhere to.” 


Councilman Ellis T. 
Pennington supported by 
Councilman James C. Stewart 
asked council to reappoint 
Mrs. DeBuysscher on an 
interim basis pending 
council’s decision. 


She agreed, but told council 
that she would not be able to 
spend long hours as previously 
on the job.

Martin said that the 
recommended appointment of 
Mrs. DeBuysscher was a 
necessity. He disclosed that he 
received 10 referrals from 
outside sources and that 
salaries requested by them 
were not within the 
commission’s budgeted salary 
for the post. 

The city approved $34,000 
plus for all commission 
salaries and wages for the 
current fiscal year. 


Mrs. DeBuysscher said 
after the council hearing that 
she would apply for the post.

Vietnam political mess 
calls for U.S. pullout 


The South Vietnamese presidential election 
is about a month away and the only candidate 
left in the field is the incumbent, President 
Nguyen Van Thieu. 

Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky, whose 
candidacy was first blocked by a Thieu- 
inspired election law and then permitted 
when the Vietnamese Supreme Court hastily 
reversed its own position, has announced that 
he will not campaign. 

His withdrawal followed hard on the heels 
of that of retired general Duong Van Minh, 
who had been. given the best chance of 
defeating Thieu. 

Minh, in pullfng out of the race charged that 
Thieu was rigging the election. Ky said much 
the same thing, and suggested that both he 
and President Thieu submit resignations to 
make way for a new election in 90 days. 

South Vietnam therefore has entered a 
major political crisis, with the possibility 
existing that an attempt will be made to oust 
President Thieu by force. Such a coup or 
attempted coup could threaten the South 
Vietnamese stability that the United States

It’s entirely possible that some Michigan voters 
won’t have the privilege of either re-electing or 
ousting from office their present legislators in the 
next election. 

The reason is that Michigan’s congressional, state 
house and senatorial districts are being reap¬ 
portioned to reflect population shifts in Michigan 
during the last decade. Therefore, some districts 
will become larger in area while others become 
smaller. 

This means that some voters will become part of a 
new congressional, house, and-or senatorial 
district. 

In Michigan, apportionment of legislative 
districts strictly on the basis of population is 
relatively new. The first-and last time Michigan 
was apportionment was in 1964. 

That’s when the U.S. Supreme Court made its one- 
man, one-vote ruling, which provides that the state 
legislative districts must be determined on the basis 
of population. The high court’s landmark decision 
was later applied to congressional apportionment. 
Theoretically, each of Michigan’s senatorial and 
representative districts was approximately equal in 
population, based on the 1960 federal census. 

Since that census, however, Michigan’s 
population has shifted dramatically-primarily 
from the City of Detroit to its suburbs and from 
rural to urban areas. While some districts have 
gained in population, others have decreased. As a 
result, although two legislators’ votes may count 
the same, one legislator may represent twice as 
many people as the other. 

Reapportionment will now correct those 


inequities so that each legislator represents an 
approximately equal number of people, thereby 
insuring equal representation for all Michigan 
residents. 

In Michigan, the task of apportioning both houses 
of the state legislature belongs to a state ap¬ 
portionment commission, composed of eight 
members, four of whom are selected by the 
Democratic party and four of whom are selected by 
the Republican party. 

Each of the parties is required to appoint a 
resident of each of the following regions: the upper 
peninsula, the northemjDart of the lower peninsula, 
southwestern Michigan and southeastern Michigan. 
Members of the commission which will reapportion 
legislative districts to reflect 1970 population 
figures have already been selected and have been at 
work since early April. 

In drawing up new apportionment plans, the 
commission must meet certain requirements of 
the state constitution, for example, the constitution 
requires that house districts follow city and 
township boundaries and that they be composed of 
compact and continuous territory as nearly square 
in shape as possible. 

Michigan’s apportionment commission also is 
required by the constitution to hold public hearings 
and its final decision must be approved by a 
majority of its members. If the commission cannot 
agree on a plan, the final decision rests with the 
Michigan Supreme Court. Each political party may, 
if it desires, submit its proposed plan to the court 
for consideration. The Supreme Court also has been

reserved the right to review any plan adopted by the 
commission and remand a plan to the commission 
if it fails to comply with constitutional 
requirements. 

Although Supreme Court judges are elected on a 
non-partisan ballot, they are nominated by political 
parties. Therefore, one political party could hold an 
advantage over another if the state apportionment 
commission were to reach a stalemate. 

If this should be the case this year, Democrats 
would appear to have the edge in that the majority 
of Supreme Court judges now serving were 
nominated by the Democratic party. 

It is too early to say exactly what reap¬ 
portionment will mean to voters in this area, but 
census figures show large population increases in 
most communities here. 

While the total population of Michigan increased 
by eight per cent, population increased by 31.3 per 
cent in the City of Wayne (from 16,034 in 1960 to 
21,054 in 1970), 10.1 per cent in Garden City (from 
38,017 to 41,864) and 25.2 per cent in Belleville (from 
1,921 to 2,406). 

The population increase in some townships was 
even more remarkable. The population of Canton 
Township, for example, zoomed from 5,313 to 11,026 
- a whopping 107.5 per cent. 

On the other hand, the population of Inkster 
declined from 39,097 to 38,595 in 1970 - a decrease of 
1.3 per cent. 

Comparison of the 1960 and 1970 populations of 
other communities, such as Westland, are difficult 
because of changes in geographical boundaries 
between the two censuses.

Special bill covers budget lapse 


Working at an accelerated pace which has in¬ 
cluded morning, afternoon and night sessions, the 
house and senate are moving rapidly to complete 
the budget for the fiscal 1971-72 year. It was 
necessary to pass a special bill to continue state 
spending at last year’s levels until the new budget 
takes effect. 

Budget bills recently approved by the house in¬ 
clude $29.8 million for the departments of natural 
resources and agriculture, $73 million for general 
government, $49.5 million for state police and 
military affairs, $61 million in grants and transfers 
and $971,400 in grants to veterans’ organizations. 

Also approved was the $473.7 million restricted 
funds bill which includes monies earmarked for 
highways, state parks, the motor vehicle claims 
fund, waterways fund, marine safety fund, 
veterans’ trust fund, aeronautics fund and game 
and fish protection fund. 

The natural resources and agriculture budget 
includes funds for a division of weights and

measures inspection in Detroit. Detroit has been 
unable to continue operating its own weights and 
measures department. 

The overall budget breaks down to $19.7 million 
for natural resources and $10.1 million for the 
department of agriculture. 

There were difficult times in winning approval for 
the state police and military affairs and the general 
government budgets. The state police—military 
affairs measure was defeated once and narrowly 
approved the second time around. There were un¬ 
successful efforts to drastically reduce a $2.7 
million state police drug crackdown program in the 
bill. 

The general government appropriations bill also 
was turned down once before it finally passed by a 
slim margin. 

The senate has approved and sent to the house 
bills covering appropriations of $35.8 million for the 
corrections department, $34.2 million for the 
department of education $23.7 million for the 


department of public health and $10 million for 
capital outlay program. 

Although the emphasis has been heavily on 
budget bills, the house has been able to act on 
several oth erma tters in recent days. Included were 
a series of bills which would increase license and 
registration fees for physicians and surgeons, op¬ 
tometrists, osteopaths, chiropractors and dentists 
and dental hygienists. 

Also approved was a proposal which provides for 
the appointment, terms of office and compensation 
for trustees of county hospitals. 

The house passed two measures sent over from 
the senate. One of them provides for the waiver of 
usury defense in interest on property mortgages. A 
related bill extends the period during which parties 
to a note may agree to any rate of interest on the 
note. 

The senate, meanwhile, approved a house bill 
which would allow the state highway commission to 
subcontract without prior approval on contracts of 
$5,000 or less.

Township supervisor 
lauds appeals board 

To the editor 

The thing that I least understood as a private citizen was 
the extent to which local government is needed to protect 
society against a few willful, selfish, people. 

These people will, it seems, do what they feel is best for 
themselves without regard for the general welfare, 
it were possible to have it followed. But as it is we pay dearly 
to have our rights reasonably well protected. Even so, many 
suffer from the activities of these people. 

Some of our citizens serve at virtually no pay to try to help 
provide a good government. One such group is the three man 
Board of Appeals which was established by Michigan 
Statute. 

I did not appoint our present Board of Appeals but I do feel 
they have been unjustly criticized for refusing to allow a 
trailer to be installed on farm property. It isn’t easy to say 
“no” when you sympathize with an individual’s problem. It 
takes courage to say ”no” to prevent having trailers placed 
singly all over the township. This Board of Appeals cannot 
pass the buck to the township board either. 

The Township Board is not empowered to change the 
decisions of the Board of Appeals. Only the circuit court can 
do this. 

As early as 1959, the State Legislature passed the trailer 
~°rk law to provide a place for trailers. Even then it had been 
demonstrated that trailers (mobile homes) while having 
many good features, had the makings of a messy community 
if misused. All communities in congested areas have ruled 
against promiscuously placing of trailers. 

I, for one, want to congratulate our Board of Appeals for 
acting in the interest of over 13,000 citizens. I am sorry that 
one person cannot have things exactly as he would like them.

in a less bizarre and more 
probable fashion. 

As the two children set out in 
search ofeivilizationthey meet 
a native youth, on a 
walkabout. They do not share 
a language; there is never any 
real communicating to do. 
Rudimentary sign language 
takes care of the basics of 
survival but not much more. 
Ultimately the lack of 
communication destroys the 
aborigine; he dons frightening 
face-paint for a courtship 
dance and when the girl is 
repulsed, the native commits 
suicide. 

Director Roeg’s own 
photography is interesting for 
closeups of Australian nature 
and scenic panoramic, but a 
murky allegorical 
counterpoint does not blend 
well. There is a sharp cut, for 
example, from the native 
skinning game he has 
speared, to a butcher 
chopping meat. Dozens ( of 
other details similarly 
intrude. 

Dialogue verges on slice-of- 
life trivia and is 
inconsequential for those who 
nap easily. 

Jenny Agutter is the so- 
British girl whose chief 
preoccupation seems to be 
washing her clothes because it 
would never do to be found in 
the wilderness looking like a 
savage. Lucien John is her 
engaging brother. David 
Gumpilil, who actually is an 
Australian aborigine, plays 
the native wihout affectations. 

“Walkabout” misses the 
mark. Badly. Its title is ample 
instruction to the audience.

Henry Ford Museum 
announces the opening of a 
special exhibition entitled 
‘‘Famous American 
Printmakers of the 18th and 
19th Centuries.” 

Thirty-two woodcuts, 
engravings, aquatints, wood 
engravings, and lithographs 
selected from the Museum 
Library’s Print Collection 
provide a survey of the 
important individual 
printmakers and printing 
houses who have pictorially 
chronicled American history. 

The exhibition, located in 
cases just to the left of the 
main entrance of the Museum, 
has been arranged by Donald 
R. Walters, Museum intern, 
under the direction of Jerome 
I. Smith, Museum Librarian. 

The exhibition is arranged 
chronologically and 
incorporates some significant 
and often rare documents in 
American print making 
history. 

Paul Revere’s “Boston 
Massacre”, 1770, a recent 
museum acquisition, is 
certainly one of the most 
wellknown engravings of our 
heritage. This particular 
impression is exceedingly 
rare in that it is one of only two 
known impressions signed by 
the colorist, Christian 
Remick. 

Pioneering landmarks in the 
history of lithography on view 
include a small lithograph by 
Bass Otis, which originally 
appeared in the “Analectic 
Magazine”, July, 1819, 
commonly considered the first 
lithograph made in America, 
and illustrations in 
Cadwallader D. Colden’s 
“Memoir of the Erie Canal 
Celebration”, rich with 37 
important early lithographs 
by Anthony Imbert. 

A more familiar name to 
those interested in American 
prints is that of Currier & Ives, 
whose vast production of 
almost 7,000 titles is 
represented in this exhibition

Corn crop storage 
should be reviewed 


Now is the time to review 
storage needs for 1971 crop 
corn, Nick Smith, chairman of 
the Michigan State 
Agricutural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee 
announced. ( 

He reminds producers that 
if they plan to use the Price 
Support Program in their 
marketing plans, it will be 
necessary to arrange for 
storage in approved 
warehouses or provide 
acceptable on-farm storage 
for their corn crop. 

Corn harvest this year may 
start a little earlier, he pointed 
out, because there was a 
tendency to plant 1971 corn 
earlier to avoid blight 
damage. Under these 
circumstances and a possible 
bumper corn crop it is not too 


early, to ma.<e plans for 
additional storage if it will be 
needed, he said. 

Smith pointed out that the 
county loan rates range from 
$1.08 to $1.12 per bushel, the 
same as for 1970. 


One change to the program, 
he added, provides that loans 
will be made available on the 
basis of “where the corn is 
stored” rather than the county 
’’where it was produced.” 
This action, he stated, is 
intended to encourage the flow 
of corn into principle 
consuming areas. 

The Aug. 10 crop report, 
Smith noted, indicated a 
bumper crop of corn 
nationally and also .in 


Michigan. Market prices tend 
to dip during the harvest 
season and prices for new crop 
corn have already dropped 
below the support price in 
many areas, he said. 


Most producers, he stated, 
who have storage or can 
obtain storage might be 
interested this year in holding 
their 1971 crop corn and 
marketing it later in the 
season. This contributes to an 
orderly marketing of the crop 
and tends to stabilize prices. 
Producers who stored their 
corn in the fall the last several 
years have netted more by 
selling the following spring 
and summer than if they had 
marketed it at harvest time, 
he added. 


More drivers seen for 
Labor Day weekend 


Traffic over the Labor Day 
weekend will he heavier than 
for the same period a year 
ago, the Department of State 
Highways predicts. 

Motorists will drive an 
estimated 619 million miles 
over the four-day period from 
Friday through Monday (Sept. 

3 through Sept. 6) an increase 
of 1.5 per cent over the 1970 
total of 610 million miles. 

To prepare highways for the 
last rush of summer, State 
Highway Director Henrick E. 
Stafseth has ordered a halt to 
all highway work except 
emergency repairs, from 5 
p.m. Friday (Sept. 3) until 8 
a.m. Tuesday (Sept. 7). 

Stafseth also ordered all 
construction projects to be in 
satisfactory condition for 
traffic safety during the 
weekend. 

Stafseth said the 
Department has 
recommended voluntary 
restrictions for Saginaw River 
shippers to minimize weekend 
openings on the Zilwaukee 
Bridge carrying Interstate 75 
over the Saginaw River. 

Some traffic congestion is 
expected on all major north- 
south highways during peak 
travel periods. Northbound 
traffic is expected to peak 
from 2 to 10 p.m., Friday, 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m., Saturday and 
from 4 to 9 p.m., Saturday. 

Southbound return traffic 


will be heaviest from 2 p.m. to 
9 p.m. on Monday.

The primary purpose of 
Dave is to have currently- 
licensed drivers to re-evaluate 
their driving habits and 
outline traffic regulations and 
defensive driving techniques, 
Austin said. 

“We are going to be testing 
the new system in several of 
our examining bureaus to 
make sure all ‘bugs’ are out 
before we expand the program 
statewide,” he said. 

The pilot machines are

“During our field-trails, 
every applicant taking a 
vision test on the DAVE 
system will also be given a 
vision test on the telebinocular 
device that has been in use for 
many years. We are doing this 
as a means of double-check 
the accuracy of that portion of 
the test.” 

The pilot program will run 
about 60 days. If found 
feasible, the entire project will 
be put into operation in late 
December or early January. 


The DAVE system had its 
origin back in 1967 but its 
development got into high 
gear in February of 1969 when 
the Michigan Department of 
State was awarded a 50-50 
matching fund grant by the 
U.S. Department of 
Transportation to establish 
such a testing program, 
Austin said. 

The applicant will first be 
given the vision test, checking 
peripheral vision and eye 
strength. 

Once the vision test has been 
completed, the program will 
advance to a series of 10 
“knowledge type questions” 
relating to safety and driving 
regulations. After each 
question, the applicant will 


have slightly more than five 
seconds to mark his answer on 
a score sheet. 

Total cost of the program 
when implemented state- 




wide, including development 
costs, will be about $222,000 of 
which one-half has been 
contributed by the federal 
government.

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Clinical computer to help out 
at Wayne County General 



Wayne County General 
Hospital now has the most 
comprehensive computer- 
assisted laboratory in 
Michigan, Dr. Emma J. 
Conklin, Director of the 
hospital, announced today. 

The new “assistant” is a 
$300,000 MDS-CLC 102, a 
clinical laboratory computer 
system designed by Medical 
Data Systems Corporation, a 
Detroit-based company 
specializing in hospital 
computer systems. 

The MDS-CLC 102 monitors 
the laboratory’s test 
instruments and evaluates all 
the tests given to patients 
during their stay in the 
hospital. 

“Test results are now 
available as soon as they are 
completed,” said Dr. Conklin. 
“Doctors are able to receive 
critical test information 
instantly from the terminal’s 
TV screens, as well as 
periodic and summary test 
reports for their patients’ 
charts. 

“This enables them to react 
immediately-not after a day 
or half-day for results to 
arrive. It means better care 


for the patient, and possibly a 
shorter stav in the hospital.” 

' “The system is believed to 
be the only one in Michigan 
employing television-screen 
CRT terminals,” according to 
Frank S. Teodecki, Jr., 
president of Medical Date 
Systems. These terminals 
make it easier to enter and 
retrieve Laboratory test 
information.” 

He also said that “since 
monitoring is continuous and 
any deviation from standard 
results immediately triggers a 
signal, quality control is 
expected to be significantly 
improved and retests and 
inaccuracies significantly 
reduced.” 

The computer also prepares 
specimen drawing lists, prints 
out test tube labels, and 
reports administrative and 
medical statistics. 

It was installed by Medical 
Data Systems, whose $300,000 
contract with the hospital 
covers the required programs 
and continuing on-site support 
and maintenance for live 
years, as well as the computer 
system. 

“The system provides an 


important step toward 
computerization of many of 
the hospital’s functions in an 
effort to furnish services at 
lower costs and make possible 
an improved level of care,” 
Dr. Conklin declared. 

“Wayne County General 
Hospital conducts more than 
one-million tests a year for 
patients--and the number is 
shooting up every year. The 
MDS-CLC 102 will allow us to 
handle this volume much 
more effectively, at a lower 
per-unit cost. 

“More importantly, it will 
give us the data-gathering and 
date reporting speed and 
accuracy that we will need to 
meet the increasing demands 
we are facing.

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Farmers should plan storage 






Farmers should be making 
plans now to install needed 
grain storage and drying 
equipment, stated Nick Smith, 
Chairman of the Michigan 
State Agricultural 
Stabilization and Con¬ 
servation Committee. 

Many farmers have in¬ 
creased their field 
mechanization more rapidly 
than their facilities for drying, 
hahdling and storing grain 
handling and storing grain and as a 
consequence, find that they 
are unable to take care of the 
grain as fast as they can 
harvest it, he said. Producing 
quality corn for market 
requires more than just 
harvesting equipment. On-the- 
farm storage and drying 
equipment allows the farmer 


to harvest and store his grain 
at harvest time and then hold 
the grain to take better ad¬ 
vantage of market prices, he 
said. Also, the producer is less 
likely to get caught in a 
transportation bottleneck at 
harvest time. 

Regulations governing the 
Farm Storage Facility Loan 
Program administered by the 
ASCS has been changed to 
provide more assistance to 
farmers for a more orderly 
marketing of their com¬ 
modities. 

Recent changes in the 
program now allow the far¬ 
mer to install a complete 
storage and handling system 
for high moisture corn as well 
as dry corn, he said. ASCS can 
now m ike loans to eligible 


farmr > for conventional 
stora* bins, silo-type 
struct *es designed for 
storag of wet grain, dryers, 
aeration equipment, augers, 
elevato legs, etc., Smith went 
on, macing the program at¬ 
tractive to the grain farmer, 
the livestock feeder and the 
dairyman. 

The state fair opened Aug. 
27 and will close Sept. 2. 

Also to the advantage of the 
farmer, Smith noted, is that 
the annual interest rate on 
these loans has been reduced 
from 7V£ per cent to 6 per cent. 
This lower interest rate was 
made possible because of the 
lowering of the borrowing cost 
of money to the CCC. Smith 
also noted that the maximum 
loan allowable under the 


program has been increased 
from $25,000 to $35,000. 

bmitn stated that making 
loans to farmers needing 
grain storage and drying 
equipment on their farm is 
Consistent with the US. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
position in encouraging the 
development of on-the-farm 
storage and handling for 
today’s agricultural com¬ 
modities. 

Farmers should be 
reminded, Smith stated, that 
Michigan weather records 
over a peri.od of y a) s show that 
we get approximately 30 days 


of reasonable corn harvest 
weather running from early 
October to early November 
and within that period, there is 
rain, Sundays aud breakdown 
time. Therefore, Smith said, 
the farmers should be able to 
harvest, condition and store 
the crop in about half of the 
harvesting period or 15 days. 

Smith emphasized that 
farmers needing additional 
grain storage or drying 
lacilities and wanting to 
borrow money through the 
ASCS should contact their 
local county ASCS office 
immediately to determine 
the r eligiblility.

Record fire losses recorded 


Michigan in 1970 had 88,643 
fires which caused a record 
loss of $114.6 millions in 
property damage, an annual 
summary of the State Police 
fire marshal division, 
disclosed. 

The fires claimed 260 lives, 
including 192 adults, 64 
children and four firemen. Not 
included in that count were 44 
deaths in fires that followed 
car and plane crashes. 


The fire total was down 
about 12,000 from the all-time 
high of 100,358 in 1969. 
Previous damage high of $101 
millions also was charged to 
that year. High death toll was 
324 in 1967. 

The fire loss included $61.2 
millions in buildings, $42.4 
millions in contents, and $10.9 
millions involving cars, boats, 
aircraft, unhoused

machinery, grass and 
woodland fires. 

The Michigan per capita fire 
loss, based on the 1970 census 
figure of 8.7 millions, was 
$13.07, up slightly from $13.03 
the year before. 

There were 91 large loss 
fires (over $50,000) with 
damage totaling $25.8 
millions. Arson was listed as 
cause in 14 with $2.6 million 
damage. 

Though arson was suspected 


in some, cause was not 
determined in 22 large loss 
fires with $4.5 millions 
damage. Arson fires caused 6 
deaths in 1970. 

Bombings and bomb threats 
reported by the state’s 800- 
plus fire departments totaled 
992, including 325 fire 
bombings, 17 other type 
bombings and 650 bomb 
threats 

Total alarms answered 
numbered 122,194, of which 
33,551, or about a fourth, were 
false. _

The Council then suggested 
that Mrs. S. have another 
contractor estimate the repair 
costs, and gave her 
information about small 
claims court where she could 
pursue the matter without a 
laywer. She did take the 
matter to court, told her story 
to the judge, and recovered 
the $90 it took to correct the 
problems.
